Winterthur 694 Points—Stenzel Second With 512 Points 


OLLOWING our annual custom, the Association Honor 
F List for 1926-27, being a list of the leading producers 

of fat and milk for each age, division and classifica- 
tion for the official year starting April 1, 1926 and end- 
ing March 31, 1927, is being analyzed by the World to 
show the leading owners, the leading sires and the lead- 
ing breeders. 
which is explained by the table at the bottom of this page. 
In this analysis, no consideration is given to any records 
made with a test of 5% or over or less than 3%, which 
cuts out a number of the largest records of the year. This 
is done because it is the policy of the Association to dis- 
. courage abnormal short-time records and low testing long- 
time records, and to this end no rating is given such 
records. 

Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Delaware, which es- 
tablishment has been well up among the leaders each 
year, takes first place this year with 694 points, 49 dif- 
ferent Winterthur animals appearing on the list a total of 
82 times. These winners are practically all of Winterthur 
breeding and are by at least nine different sires, all of 
which are or have been in service at Winterthur. 

Stenzel Farms, San Lorenzo, Calif., in second place 
with 512 points, deserves special credit for such a fine 
showing as the Stenzels had only seventeen cows on test 
during the year. Two members of this herd won 90 
points each, one of them also being debarred from an-

herd, appearing on the list 44 times. All of them are of 
Prilly or K. P. O. P. breeding, being daughters and grand- 
daughters of King Segis Alcartra Prilly and daughters of 
King Piebe. 


Berks Farm, the Deysher breeding establishment at 
Sinking Spring, Pa., ranks third with 442 points. For the 
past four years, Berks Farm has ranked not lower than 
fourth each year and has twice stood in second place. 
This year seventeen members of the herd appeared on 
the list a total of 41 times. 


Traverse City State Hospital, which can always be 
counted to place at least among the first half dozen, takes 
fourth place this year and appears more times on the list 
than any other owner except Winterthur, 23 members of 
the herd appearing 49 times. 

Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, Mich., stand in fifth place 
with 330 points. A member of this herd, Daisy Aaggie 
Ormsby 3d, is the leading point winning cow of the year 
with 139 points, she ranking at or very near the top for 
both butter and milk in four divisions, seven, thirty, 305 
and 365 days. In the seven- and thirty-day divisions, her 
fat records both rank first and her milk records both are 
in third place. In the 305-day division, she stands first 
for fat and second for milk, while her year record ranks 
fifth for both fat and milk. 

As shown in Table II., the second highest individual 
animal is Berks Spring Farm Pontiac, owned by Berks 
Farm, with 96 points, including two firsts for fat and 
first and fifth for milk in the short-time divisions as well

S WAS reported in our June 4th issue the Na- 
A iiorsi Sale averaged $400.00. The final average for 

seventy head was $400.36, with total sales. of 
$28,025. 

The sale lacked somewhat in support on the part of 
consignors, due perhaps to some hesitancy as to the con- 
dition of the New Engiand market which would naturally 
absorb many of the offerings. That this hesitancy was 
unfounded was proven by the fact that whenever good 
animals were brought into the ring they invariably com- 
manded satisfactory prices.

Her son sired by Count Paul Echo Posch, the grand cham- 
pion of the New York State Fair in 1924 and 1926 went 
for the bargain price of $425.00 to the Choate School, Wal- 
lingford, Conn. 

Top price for bulls was paid for Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
63d, full brother to the bull that topped the Des Moines 
national sale and to the junior sire at Lakefield Farms, 
Clarkston, Mich. This youngster, a splendid individual, 
is a son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes out of the 1,000-Ib. 
daughter of Fairview Pontiac Beets Korndyke, Dell Lyons 
Model Korndyke, one of the great foundation cows in the 
Hollyhock Farms herd at Dousman, Wis. from which he 
was consigned.

Quonquont also purchased a_ world’s 
champion Class B producer, Rosebud Pietertje Colantha, 
consigned by Robinson & Estey of Gilbertville, Mass. for 
$1,075.00. This was one of the best animals in the sale 
and had she been a bit younger would have commanded 
easily the very top price. . She holds the world’s record 
in Class B. for 305-day production with 1,019.59 lbs. butter 
and 23,281.60 of milk. She was sired by a grandson of 
King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. 

The largest individual purchaser was Quonquont Farms 
of Whately, Mass., owned by F. U. Wells, who purchased 
sixteen animals for an average of nearly $500.00 per head. 
Fifteen animals equalled or passed the $500.00 mark and 
the thirteen bulls offered were sold at a wide range of 
prices for an average of $426.50. Four of them exceeded 
the $500.00 mark and the remainder were below this figure. 
Several young animals that had no place either by lack of 
individuality or breeding found a place in the sale and 
aided materially in bringing down the average. The 
developed cows sold well. The bulls considering the 
quality that was offered were taken at fairly good prices. 

The sale was managed by the New England Holstein- 
Friesian Association through a committee of which Angus 
P. Thorne of Bridgeport, Conn. served as chairman. Mr. 
Thorne spent a great deal of time in an endeavor to get 
as good quality of cattle as could be secured for the event 
and is to be congratulated upon the success he had in 
promoting the sale. The sales force consisted of James 
G. Watson who assisted in reading the pedigrees and 
Colonels R. E. Haeger, E. M. Granger and J. E. Mack. 
The sale was largely attended. Bidding was quite spirited 
at times and on the whole the event must be classed 26 
one of the successful series of national sales.

She is one of the greatest daughters 
of Sir P O M 37th, bred by John Erick- 
son and made the above records for 
her present owner, Lakefield Farms, 
Clarkston, Mich.

Pasma 294777, whose record of 1,340. 
88 Ibs. butter from 28,541.1 lbs. milk 
at 11 years old was recently reported 
in our news columns.

Hollyhoeck Burke Rose Fobes 701631 
is the third daughter of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes to freshen in mature 
form at Hollyhock Farms, Dousman, 
Wis., the three averaging well over 
32 lbs. Her own figures are 29.15 Ilbs., 
while her sisters, Hollyhock Piebe 
Fobes and Hollyhock Bess’ Sadie 
Rhoda have 34.77 and 32.2 Ibs. 
respectively. When she _ freshened 
for the 29-lb. record mentioned, she 
qualified a 305-day record in Class. C. 
of 572.9 lbs. butter from 12,072.4 Ibs. 
milk, carrying calf 198 days, the 
record being made in junior four- 
year-old form and standing second on 
the Honor List for the year 1926-27. 
This and other good Class C. records 
made mostly by daughters of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes give Hollyhock Farms 
more Honor List points in Class C.

classification. 
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The Springfield Convention 


AST week, we presented a detailed report of the busi- 
a ness of the Forty-Second Annual Convention of the 

Holstein-Friesian Association of America held at 
Springfield, Mass., June 1.. It was a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory convention and if it made any mistakes at all it erred 
on the side of conservativeness, which is a pretty good 
fault in a convention representing an industry of the size 
of ours with as many different interests involved. 


One very noticeable and pleasing feature of this con- 
vention was the entire absence of hysteria or worry over 
competition from other breeds. This was a welcome con- 
trast to some earlier years, particularly when the White 
Nectar discussion was at its height, and it seemed that 
breeders had.more to say about the difficulties of meeting 
Guernsey competition and marketing their products than 
they did about the merits of the Holstein cow. As far as 
we can recall, the only reference to any other breed in 
this convention was a statement by one breeder who had 
put in cows of one of the higher testing breeds along with 
his Holsteins to raise the fat percentage, who reported on 
the troubles he had had and the general dissatisfaction he 
had experienced from this procedure. It is evident that 
Holstein breeders have a better appreciation than ever 
before of the fundamental superiority of the Holstein cow 
as a money-maker in practical production. 

There were several subjects in this convention that 
claimed major attention. One of these was the matter 
of extension work by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America and along with it the matter of transfer fees 
maintained on a level to permit the carrying on of an 
aggressive extension program. By an overwhelming vote, 
the members indicated their general satisfaction with the 
present arrangement regarding fees and their entire be- 
lief in the wisdom of carrying on an aggressive Extension 
program was strikingly demonstrated when the motion 
appearing in the Call to do away entirely with the Exten- 
sion Department, failed to find even a seconder in the con- 
vention. This vote of confidence should be very gratifying 
to all of those who have had a part in shaping and carry- 
ing on the extension program. 


Regarding Selective Registration and the allied subject 
contained in the report of the- special committee, the 
sentiment of the convention appeared to be well expressed 
by one delegate, who advised the Association to keep up 
its study and discussion of the subject, and to go just as 
far as it could along this line without putting a definite 
system into effect. In other words, there seemed to be a 
feeling that breed progress would be promoted and the 
fundamental idea of selection would be advanced more 
by simply keeping the subject agitated, but leaving it en- 
tirely to the voluntary action of breeders to work out the 


og 


problem independently and voluntarily in their own herds 
Under this theory, the introductory part of the report of 
the Committee on Selective or Super Registration Wag 
adopted, but the part outlining a definite plan for the 
classification of proven sires was referred back to the 
Board of Directors with instructions to continue the study 
of this subject. 


We have felt that the plan recommended by the com. 
mittee was fundamentally sound as a measure of breed 
advancement. It would undoubtedly have fared much 
better in the convention if it could have been divorgeg 
more clearly in the minds of breeders from the genera} 
idea of Selective Registration under which the Associg. 
tion would follow the Holland system of sending out jn. 
spectors to tell breeders which animals could be regis. 
tered and which ones could not. There was, of course 
nothing of this in the plan recommended, but the other 
idea had been brought out so strongly in the earlier digs. 
cussions that many delegates came to the convention with 
positive instructions from the breeders back home tg 
oppose the whole plan. There was also some difference 
of opinion as to how the proposed plan for recognizing 
proven sires would work out as between the large breeder 
and the small breeder, and criticisms were also raised be- 
cause there was not more recognition of production ip 
the pedigrees of the bulls to be classified. We do not 
know just what the Board of Directors proposes to do in 
the way of continuing the study of this subject, but we 
hope it will not be allowed to lapse and that through this 
means the Association can continue to exert a construe. 
tive force in influencing breeders to continue the applica- 
tion in their own herd of the sound principles involved, 
On matters of such importance as this, it is well for the 
Association to move slowly before taking any definite 
action. We do not think anyone can find any particular 
fault with the disposition made with this report. 


That our breeders are not running wild on the type 
question to the éxclusion of giving any consideration to 
the matter of production was very evident from the dis- 
cussion in this convention. There was also a very evident 
interest in the making of more normal, practical records, 
It is significant of this trend of thought among our breed- 
ers that the proposition to increase the period after calv- 
ing before a cow can be started on 7-day test to fourteen 
days in place of the old requirement of a six-day interval, 
was adopted almost unanimously and that the only differ- 
ent idea expressed in the convention was to make it more 
than fourteen days, even as far as thirty. The wisdom of 
this move is indicated by the fact that among the records 
reported in the 7-day division last year, there were 128 
showing an average test above 5% fat. Of these 128 tests, 
93 were started on the sixth or seventh day after calv- 
ing, while only seven of the whole number were started as 
late as*fourteen days after calving. It will be interesting 
to see if our expert herdsmen will be able to change their 
method of handling cows for 7-day tests to still maintain 
an abnormally high percentage under the new rule. 

Another manifestation of this trend of thought among 
our breeders was the very evident general interest in 
some form of herd test. Here again, the convention was 
conservative in its determination to make haste slowly. 
While there was much interest in the definite plan out 
lined by Supt. Gardner, at the earlier request of the Board 
of Directors, the convention was unanimous in referring

tions to report to the Board of Directors at its October 
meeting.

A sub- 
ethos consisting of Messrs. Norton, Reed, Harris and 
Srescott, was appointed to make an intensive study of the 
whole matter and report to the whole committee at a meet- 
ing to be held early in September in preparation for its 
inal report to the Board of Directors in October. 
™ Final evidence of the unwillingness of this convention 
to rush into the adoption of innovations was the outcome 
of the discussion on the question of color markings. This 
subject was not before the convention in any manner in- 
yolving changes in the by-laws. The discussion, there- 
fore, hinged upon the question of the proper interpreta- 
tion of the present by-law. It was the very evident feel- 
ing of the delegates that the present by-laws did not 
properly authorize the Secretary to refuse registration of 
animals because of the presence of one or more black 
spots commencing at the hoof. The action of the Board 
of Directors in ordering the acceptance of applications of 
animals thus marked was applauded as: was the statement 
of the Secretary that this action by the Board would be 
taken as a precedent by the Secretary’s office in future 
eases. Chairman Reynolds also pointed. out that appli- 
cations which have been refused under this rule would 
now be accepted if re-submitted. Doubtless this subject 
of color markings will come up again in a later conven- 
tion in the form of a proposed amendment to the by-laws 
to make the restriction of color markings more rigid but 
from the discussion in the convention it is quite evident 
that a proposal of this nature would meet with consider- 
able opposition. Many breeders feel that there are too 
many animals of undoubted purity of blood lines, with 
markings of the sort abjected to, to justify any drastic 
action which would reduce their offspring similarly 
marked to the status of grades. 


Is Advertising a Part of the Breeding 


Business ? 

HE Journal is firmly of the opinion that advertising 
T of some sort is just as important to the success of a 

breeder as is the production of good cattle. Cattle 
not advertised will never leave their birth place except to 
goto the shambles. This is a broad statement, neverthe- 
less true. Advertising consists of a multiplicity of pub- 
licity schemes. For example one breeder passes his pub- 
licity along by the word of mouth system which is all 
right as far as it goes, and the distance may be ample in 
his particular case; another may use his local newspaper 
to tell his community about the cattle he has to offer the 
trade, he may gain this line of publicity either through 
local showing and the free space that is given following 
his winnings or he may purchase that space, either is 
effective, even more so than the system of the first named 
bréeder. Other breeders prepare their stock for the show 
and make the larger circuits, state or national -and gain 
from that experience a still wider circle of acquaintances 
and admirers of their stock. Still others with less ex- 
pense meet the public through the columns of the various 
agricultural publications and breed magazines—these last 
are the breeders who gain the most for the money in- 
vested because they thus meet so many more folk who 
are more or less interested in what they have to list or 
offer the public. All these systems are good. Some are 
better than others. It is largely up to the breeder him- 
self to seek his own market and in his own way. How- 
ever that market is gained only through some system of 
publicity. 

For that reason it would seem that an advertising bud- 
get should be one of the appropriations annually made 
by every breeder in the land. Be that great or small, it 
should be made. A small beginning may soon lead to 
greater heights and wider publicity programs. Hence 
every breeder can well afford to enter into some form of 
advertising—usually the cheaper and more effective plan 
will be to use his breed publication and his favorite agri- 
cultural paper.—Aberdeen-Angus Journal.

In both the seven- 
and thirty-day divisions she displaces the cow, Miss Aaggie Ormsby Segis, 
whose record for seven days is 644.9 lbs. milk containing 32.763 Ibs. fat 
and 3,008.5 Ibs. milk containing 125.63 Ibs. fat in thirty days. The sire 
of Carnation Walker Hazelwood is Segis Walker Matador 166136; while her 
dam is Hazelwood Ormsby Korndyke De Kol 290090.

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THE BRATTLEBORO TRIP 


One of the delightful features of 
the Springfield convention was a 
trip from Springfield to Brattleboro 
by motor bus for the purpose of visit- 
. ing the secretary’s office in the latter 
city. Nearly two hundred delegates, 
members and friends remained over 
until Friday, June 3d, for this event 
and were well repaid by the beautiful 
trip up through the Connecticut Val- 
ley. 

The party left the Hotel Kimball at 
eight o’clock Friday morning. The 
day was most enjoyably pleasant with 
not even a hint of rain. Seven large 
and comfortable motor busses con- 
veyed the party through West Spring- 
field and Holyoke, up the Connecti- 
eut River Valley to Amherst where 
guides met each bus and explained 
the points of interest about Amherst 
College. The entire party was then 
conveyed to the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College where the members 
debarked and assembled in the live 
stock judging pavilion where they 
were greeted by President Edward 
M. Lewis of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultura] College and a happy little 
speech of welcome. The _ principal 
Holsteins in the M. A. C. herd were 
paraded before the guests and their 
breeding and records explained by 
Prof. V. A. Rice. The herd at Am- 
berst has in service as senior sire 
Sir Star Inka Superior, a son of Sir 
Inka Superior Segis purchased from 
Minnesota Holstein Company of 
Austin, Minn. There are several high 
producers in the herd and several 
families descended from them were 
exhibited. The guests also viewed 
and had explained to them _ the 
famous Percherons which are a 
feature of the farm at Massachusetts 
Agricultural College. 

The party re-embarked and follow- 
ing a trip through the historic section 
of the Connecticut River Valley 
including South Deerfield, Deerfield, 
Greenfield and Bernardston arrived 
at Mt. Hermon School where a very 
brief stop was made and the herd 
commented upon by Prof. Tom Elder 
who is director of the agricultural 
department at this school. 

No further stops were made until 
Brattleboro was reached where the 
entire party left the motor busses and 
were conveyed by private automobiles 
to the Brattleboro Country Club 
where for two hours the party was 
entertained, a wonderful luncheon 
being served by the citizens of Brattle- 
boro. A group picture was taken.and 
private automobiles conveyed every- 
one back to the city of Brattleboro 
where for nearly two hours. the 
secretary’s office was the principal 
point of interest. 

Guides chosen from the experienced 
employees escorted parties through 
the secretary’s office, explaining each 
step in the making of a certificate of 
registry or transfer. Those interested 
could see the progress of an applica- 
tion from its receipt in the day’s mail 
to the completion of the certificate 
and the mailing of the same to the 
applicant. J. C. Marlow, of Minne- 
sota, presented an application for reg- 
istry upon arrival at the secretary’s 
office and in forty-five minutes, long 
before he was ready to leave, the 
completed certificate was presented 
to him. During the making of this cer- 
tificate of registry twenty-five distinct 
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operations were noted and the only 
errors that appeared in the applica- 
tion were corrected during the proc- 
ess of transmission through the sys- 
tem.‘ Mr. Marlow’s was but one of 
over 700 applications received on this 
particular day. His fees were but a 
part of the $1,400.00 to $2,000.00 re- 
ceived daily during the busy season 
and his application but one of the 
many contained in the 500 letters 
which daily come into the secretary’s 
office. Visitors to the office were 
pointed out 5,000 folders where 20,000 
applications for registry and transfer 
were in process of completion but held 
up due to some error or omission in 
the application on the part of the ap- 
plicant. The thoroughness of the 
system could not but impress itself 
upon the visitors for in the files of 
pending applications was every form 
of cOmmon error for which applica- 
tions are checked. It is probable that 
not one in nearly 1,000 of the many 
thousands that do business with the 
secretary’s office has ever had an op- 
portunity at first hand to see the 
workings of the system and to remark 
upon the thoroughness and dispatch 
with which work is handled. The 
secretary’s office for the Holstein- 
Friesian breed is a model for all or- 
ganizations of its kind and a visit to 
Brattleboro only serves to make one 
more proud of the’ organization of 
which he is a member. 

The visitors were presented with 
souvenir maple cakes upon entrance 
to the secretary’s office and were 
invited to sign a visitor’s register. 
Hundreds of comments were heard 
upon the magnitude of the office, the 
multiplicity of detail and the speed 
and efficiency with which the work 
is carried on. 

The visitors re-assembled in the 
motor busses at 4 p. m. and made a 
quick return run to Springfield, ar- 
riving in time for late dinner Friday 
evening.

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Kern County School Report Features 
Pork Production 


The May report of the activities of 
the Kern County Union High School, 
Department of Agriculture, Bakers- 
field, California, features pork produc- 
tion. This booklet, which also 
reports the other activities of the 
Agricultural Dept., is published semi- 
annually by the Boys’ Agriculture 
Club of the Kern County Union High 
School. It is attractively gotten up, 
well written, and is supported by a 
goodly amount of advertising. 
Charles Pratt is Editor of the May 
edition. 

The officers of the K. C. U. H. S. 
Agricultural Club are Dexter Garrett, 
president; Vining Barker, vice presi- 
dent; Jim Hare, treasurer, and Den- 
zil Bray, secretary. 

During the year, the Kern County 
Union High School Agricultural Club 
sold a total of sixty-six head of Poland 
China hogs for pure bred breeding 
stock, 45 being raised for sale by the 
members of the club. The 
total sale sum amounted to 
$1,995. The report contains interest- 
ing stories by members of the Club 
on pork production and is attractively 
illustrated throughout. Reports of 
growing chickens, turkeys, cut 
flowers, beef cattle and dairy cattle 
are also given. 

The Kern County Union High 
School Boys’ Agricultural Club has a 
herd of pure bred Holsteins, of which 
Harold Portman, a member, writes us 
as follows: 

There are now six foundation herds 
owned by boys of the Agricultural 
Club. A brief summary is as follows: 
Dexter Garrett, of Fairhaven, owns a 
3-year-old heifer, a granddaughter of 
the only cow in the world which has 
produced four yearly records, each of 
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over 1,000 pounds butterfat. Dexter’s 
cow produced a heifer calf on Oc- 
tober 11, 1926, sired by the High 
School herd bull, a grandson of the 
second highest bull in the world for 
1000-pound daughters. With these 
two females, Dexter will grow out his 
Holstein herd. 

Vining Barker, of Old River, owns 
a daughter of the seventh highest 
buil in the world for 1,000-pound 
daughters. On July 3, 1926, this cow 
produced a heifer calf. From these 
two females Vining will grow out a 
pure bred herd of Holsteins. 


Walter Steel, of Ordena, owns a 
granddaughter of Sir Korndyke 
Ormsby Piebe, who has four daugh- 
ters of over 1,000 pounds butter. He 
has just sold his bull calf at the 
Dairy Day Auction Sale for $127.50. 
The bull, which is a son of our herd 
bull, was purchased by Mr. A. S. 
Goode, who is breeding one of the 
highest class Holstein herds in Kern 
County. Walter’s 3-year-old, to date, 
has produced over 400 pounds butter- 
fat, and will easily produce 550 
pounds for the year as a first calf 
heifer. Walter’s cow won second 
prize for 3-year-olds at the State Fair 
in 1926, against a strong field of eight

Alfred Azbill, who lives on Cotton- 
wood road one mile south of the Bak- 
ersfield Market’s packing plant, owns 
a granddaughter of King Segis Pon- 
tiac Count, fourth highest bull in the 
world for 1,000-pound daughters.

NAPIER GRASS FOR LIVESTOCK 


Napier grass purpu- 
reum) has given some striking re- 
sults in Georgia, Florida and other 
states of the lower South. It is par- 
ticularly interesting because of its 
high yields of roughage for animal 
feed. Because of this characteristic 
it would seem to be especially adapted 
for cattle feeding. It is widely ad- 
mitted that southern cattle, especi- 
ally dairy cows, are often fed too 
largely on concentrates with an in- 
sufficient supply of roughage for opti- 
mum production and health. There- 
fore, any crop that can be _ readily 
grown and that offers a cheap and 
easily available source of palatable 
roughage is of interest to the south- 
ern cattleman. 

Feeding trials at the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station have shown that si- 
lage made from Napier grass is rel- 
ished by dairy cows but that when 
cut at or near time of maturity the 
lower parts of the stalks are refused 
although the leaves and upper stalks 
are readily consumed. Further obser- 
vations have confirmed this and have 
shown that silage made from _ the 
plant when less mature is eaten with 
very little waste. Napier grass si- 
lage, when a part of a balanced ra- 
tion, helped to maintain milk produc- 
tion. Other investigators have shown 
that Napier grass silage is not equal 
to corn silage for milk production. 
However, there can be no doubt but 
that Napier grass is a very useful 
crop for silage making because of its 
low production cost in sections where 
it is well suited. 

Dr. W. G. Friedemann, of the Chem- 
istry Department of the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station, made analyses of 
immature Napier grass cut when 
about three or four feet high and of 
the full grown and mature grass. 
These analyses are as follows: 
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materially as it matures, the protein 
decreasing and the fiber increasing 
The tonnage is not shown but when 
it is remembered that from 2 to 4 
cuttings of the Napier grass are ob. 
tainable in a season, the advantage 
of cutting immature will be even 
more marked. Feeding trials here 
have shown the unpalatable nature of 
considerable portions of the mature 
stalks although they were entirely 
consumed when fed immature.

APPEAL TO TEST CONSTITUTION- 
ALITY OF TARIFF ACT 
Notice of an appeal to the VU. S. 
Supreme Court in the Hampton case 
to finally determine the constitution- 
ality or unconstitutionality of the 
flexible proviso—Section 315—of the 
Tariff Act, has recently been an- 
nounced by Attorney General John J. 
Sargent. There has been much talk 





about the constitutionality of this pro- 


viso ever since the law was passed but 
in none of the numerous cases which 
have been brought before the Tariff 
Commission under this provision and 
whatever decision was made by the 
President in accordance with Section 
315, has there been a direct appeal 
made. It remained for a case which 
came vp through the Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals to finally carry the mat- 
ter direct to the Supreme Court and 
a comparatively unimportant case at 
that, involving a small shipment of 
barium oxide. Hampton & Co. offered

the old rate. The Customs officials 
demanded payment at the increased 
rate declared by the President after 
an investigation and hearing by the 
Tariff Commission. On this question 
the Court of Customs Appeals decided 
against the importer, upholding the 
validity of the law. The importers 
decided to appeal to the Supreme 
Court and the Attorney General has 
joined in the appeal in order to get 
an early and final decision. 

The matter is one of great business 
importance as well as legal interest 
An adverse decision would stop all 
action of the Tariff Commission on 
the vegetable oil cases, swiss cheese 
case, milk and cream case, and in fact 
it is held in some quarters might in- 
validate the award of a 12c duty on 
butter, reinstating the 8c duty. as 
written into the tariff law. In such 
a case, it might be that importers who 
have paid the import duties on but- 
ter shipments since the butter case 
has been decided could secure a re- 
turn of 4c a pound of all duties paid. 
It is generally considered that it 
would be a calamity to the butter in- 
dustry to have the tariff increase se- 
cured through the operation of Sec- 
tion 315 knocked out by the courts. 
So the progress of this case will be 
watched with great interest. The At- 
torney General is very strongly of the 
opinion that the law is constitutional, 
and that the Supreme Court will so 
decide. The brief which he has filed 
is said by attorneys to be a very able 
report on the _ constitutional argu- 
ments. 

As expected, Oleomargarine produc- 
tion figures for the month of April 
showed a decided upturn in produc- 
tion, again indicating the very close 
relationship between high prices, time 
of year considered, for butter, and the 
demand, production and sale of the 
imitation product. Figures for April, 
1927 as compared with 1926 are as 
follows:: Colored, April 1927—1,030,- 
455, for 1926—915,346; uncolored, 
April 1927—22,236,324, for 1926—19.,- 
529,680. . The increase of - 2,700,000 
pounds amounts to between 13 and 
14 per cent, which is one of the sharp- 
est upturns in production recorded in 
recent years. This, however, is only 
one of numerous instances in which 
unusual butter prices have resulted 
in unusual production of oleo with the 
result of checking the butter price 
before the dairy industry had any real 


milk.

COW TESTING ASSOCIATION 
WORK DURING APRIL 

O’Brien County, Iowa, C. T. A 
members had 313 cows on test in 27 
herds during April, these showing an 
average production of 854.1 lbs. milk, 
30.71 lbs. fat. The high herd for the 
month was a herd of seven pure bred 
and grade Holsteins owned by J. K. 
Henderson. Their average for the 
month was 42.45 lbs. fat, 1,427.1 Ibs. 
The H. Peterson herd of 
Holsteins of Fred Trampe, these ay- 
other breed.

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NATIONAL DAIRY ASSOCIATION 
TO CONTINUE HERD HONOR ROLL 


How many dairy herds average 300 
lbs. of butterfat per cow yearly? 
This question is important to dairy- 
men because 300 lbs. is about twice 
the average production of all dairy 
cows and indicates a profitable herd. 

Records analyzed by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture on 18,000 
cows in cow test associations indicate 
that an average production of 150 Ibs. 
means a net return of $26.00 above 
cost of feed. A cow producing 300 
lbs. makes a profit of $74.00, or almost 
three times as much as the cow 
which produces only half that amount. 
The same number of good cows will 
produce twice as much butterfat and 
make almost three times as much 
profit as average cows; or, the same 
amount of profit can be made by 
keeping a greatly reduced number of 
better cows with a consequent saving 
in feed, labor and other cost. 

The Herd Honor Roll at the Nation- 
al Dairy Exposition was founded in 
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1924 to honor dairymen whose herds 
average 300 lbs. or more. 

It was thought that national recog- 
nition and publicity for such produc- 
tion would stimulate testing as a 
means of determining profitable cows 
and would encourage farmers to keep 
only those animals that return a sub- 
stantial profit. 

The number of dairymen who win 
diplomas has increased steadily. Last 
year, 5,155 dairymen in thirty-three 
states were reported by the proper of- 
ficials as owning herds that averaged 
300 lbs. or more. Many of these 
dairymen secured their diplomas at 
the Exposition; in several states the 
diplomas were presented at state 
meetings held for that purpose. 


The fourth annua! Herd Honor Roll 
will contain the names of all eligible 
dairymen whose herds make the re- 
quired average, as determined by the 
records of cow test associations or 
herd tests and certified to the Expo- 
sition office. Records must have 
been kept on a herd of five or more

AMERICAN JERSEY CATTLE CLug 
HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 
The annual meeting of the Amer. 
can Jersey Cattle Club was held jp 
New York City on June 1. A total 
of forty-one members were pregent 
and 482 others represented by proxy, 
The total membership of the Clyp 
has now reached 1,057, an increase of 
twenty during the past year. The 
reports of officers showed the Clyp 
to be in sound financial condition with 
a reserve fund of $83,423. It also 
has a contingent fund of nearly $29. 
000, and owns land and buildings jp 
New York City carried on the books 
of the Club at $113,206, which ig less 
than their assessed valuation. The 
total receipts of the Club from alj 
sources last year amounted to $299, 
824.50 and the expenses of the year 
amounted to $304,168.43, or $13,343.99 
over the receipts. Extraordinary ex. 
penses of the year included over $26. 
000 worth of improvements to the 
Club property in the way of instal- 
lation of automatic sprinkler system, 
new fire-proof filing cabinets, ete. 
Secretary Morley reported that the 
Register of Merit work had shown 
quite an increase with 2,380 animals 
from 441 herds now on test. He 
stated that about three-fourths of all 
Jersey breeders doing testing are us- 
ing the one-day supervision, which is 
now optional in the Jersey rules for 
all forms of testing. A feature of the 
Jersey meeting which we might well 
emulate in our own conventions was 
the presentation by the secretary and 
treasurer of verbal summaries of the 
important and significant facts in 
their reports as a supplement to the 
printed report distributed to all mem- 

bers. 


Steps were taken at this meeting to 
endorse a plan providing for the do- 
nation of Jersey females to aid in 
the rehabilitation work of Louisiana. 
The election of officers was harmoni- 
ous with only one contest for position 
on the Board of Directors, and Col. 
A. V. Barnes was re-elected for his 
second year as president. Plans were 
also discussed to promote the market- 
ing of Jersey milk under the special 
Jersey brand. 


The National Jersey Sale was held 
at Trenton, N. J., on June 3. A total > 
of 84 head were sold for $46,445,” 
or an average of $515.44. The top| 
price was $3,600 for an imported four: 7 
year-old consigned by D. H. Bull &

They have a mem- 
bership of 46 herds containing 571 
cows, and splendid prospects 
growth. The report lists thirty-five 
cows with productions above 50 Ibs. 
fat for the month, of which 19 were 
Holsteins, 13 Jerseys, 2 Guernseys 
and one Brown Swiss. The leader is 
Blossom, a grade Holstein owned by 
John J. Martins. She produced 70.2

MARYLAND BREEDERS SALE SUCCESSFUL EVENT 

Frederick County, Maryland, Holstein-Friesian breeders staged the most 
successful sale in its history in the consignment sale at Frederick, Maryland, 
on May 27. Approximately five hundred breeders from Maryland, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania were in attendance. Fifty-five animals were sold, the sale total- 
ling $10,920, or an average of just under $200 for the entire sale, including 
calves just a few days old. Thirty cows brought an average of $233, thirteen 
heifers from three months old up to two years averaged $145 and twelve bulls 
averdged $175. The top price was $410, paid for a cow from the W. M. Keeler, 
Rocky Ridge, consignment, who purchased her eighteen months ago from a 
member of a boys and girls calf club. Mountain View Farm, of Germantown, 
made the largest consignment to the sale, fifteen head from this herd selling 
for $2,705. R. E. Haeger, of Algonquin, Illinois, did the selling. The animals 
were taken by breeders in Virginia and Pennsylvania, as well as to Maryland 
breeders in addition to those purchased by Frederick County.

Crestover Farms, owned by Harry L. Clark, Millerton, N. Y., dispersed their 
herd of purebred Holsteins on Friday, June 3, under the management of J. B.

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DAIRY CATTLE CONGRESS 
EXPANDS 


Since the announcement made in 
April that the Dairy Cattle Congress 
would construct a new barn to ac- 
commodate two hundred head of cat- 
tle, prospects for the Eighteenth An- 
nual Exposition, Sept. 26 to Oct. 2nd 
have been so encouraging that it 
has been decided to build two barns 
with a combined capacity of three 
hundred head. These will conform 
with, and be located parallel to the 
four present barns and will provide 
modern exhibition accommodations 
for 1,000 head of dairy cattle. 

The new barns like those built sev- 
eral years ago will be so constructed 
as to provide an abundance of light 
and pure air. Special aisles in front 
of the cattle will be used for storage 
of feed and the accommodation of 
herdsmen, while a wide alley for vis- 
itors will extend the full 300 foot 
length of each barn. Steel stall di- 
visions with cement curbs to hold the 
bedding in place will add to their at- 
tractiveness. 

The battery of six cattle barns will 
provide equal accommodations for all 
five breeds which has been the object 
toward which the management has 
worked since the permanent building 
program was adopted three vears ago. 
They are all in close proximity to the 
large judging pavilion thus making it 
convenient to get the cattle in and 
out of the ring when judging is in 
progress.

AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
CLUB CELEBRATES GOLDEN 
JUBILEE 


The fiftieth annual meeting of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club wag 
held in New York City, May 11, with 
about fifty members present in per. 
son and 439 represented by proxy, out 
of the total membership of this oy. 
ganization of 1,427. The secretary re. 
ported eighty-four new members 
added during the past year. Secre. 
tary Musser reported that during the 
past year 35,471 animals were regis. 
tered and 29,316 transfers were re. 
corded. He reported also that 531 
breeders in 39 states are now doing 
Advanced Registry work, having 2,234 
animals on test, a slight increase over 
the preceding year. The total income 
of the Club last year amounted to 
$290,067.89 and the expenses’ were 
$281,614.28, leaving a balance in fa- 
vor of the income of $8,453.61. The 
items of expense included for public- 
ity $36,200.45 and for extension work 
$34,750.64. The Club is in good finan- 
cial condition with a surplus of $111, 
795.24. Among the assets of the Club 
are a $50,000 office building which is 
carried on the books at $39,000. 

The meeting was harmonious, offi- 
cers for the most part being unani- 
mously re-elected. Robert Scoville 
was re-elected president for the eley- 
enth year. An interesting resolution 
adopted relating to animals sold at 
public auction read as follows: 

“Animals sold at public auction must 
be transferred from the seller to the 
buyer and shall not be _ re-transferred 
to the seller until a satisfactory explana- 
tion is filed with the Secretary’ of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club and ac- 
cepted by the Executive Committee.” 

This resolution will be submitted to 
the membership for a mail vote be- 
fore taking effect as a part of the by- 
laws of the Club. The meeting went 
on record as opposing efforts to re- 
quire in local city milk ordinances 
that all milk below the grade of cer- 
tified should be pasteurized. 

On the day following the meeting, 
the National Guernsey Sale was held 
at Trenton, New Jersey. Seventy- 
six head consigned by forty- 
six breeders sold for $84,350, or an 
average of $1,109.87 per head. The 
top price for a bull was $8,600 and 
for a female $7,600. It was an event 
of real representative national cali- 
bre, the selections being made by a 
committee from the Club itself and 
held under the management of the 
Herrick-Merryman Sales Company, a 
concern which handles a large part of 
the important Guernsey auctions. 

Later in the week, in celebration of 
its Golden Jubilee, a party of Guern- 
sey notables sailed for the Island of 
Gurnsey for a pilgrimage to the orig- 
inal home of the Guernsey cow.

A. PIONEER HERD RECORD 

We have lately had the pleasure of 
looking over an original herd record 
kept by M. R. R. Wilson, of Plymouth, 
Wisconsin, one of the first pure bred 
breeders in that state, The herd was 
started back in 1878 by the purchase 
of the bull, Maurice 295 H. H. B., from 
George E Brown and bred by W. A. 
Russell, one of the original importers 
from Massachusetts. In 1879, the 
imported cow, Sylph 2762, was pur- 
chased from Mr. Brown. Five other 
females were purchased from George 
E. Brown and others during the three 
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years following, these being mostly 
imported cows. One of the important 
events reported in: this herd is the 
purchase in 1887 from T. B. Wales, 
Jr., of Iowa, of the young bull, Jantje 
2d’s Mereedes Prince, a yearling son 
of Mercedes Prince and Jantje 2d, 
this bull having been imported in 
dam. The record shows a long list 
of offspring by this imported bull. 
This was practically the last purchase 
made by Mr. Wilson and the record 
of animals bred by him from this 
foundation mounts up to about 180 
animals to 1915. 


Included in the record is a state- 
ment of the milk record of the entire 
herd of R. R. Wilson, Plymouth, Wis- 
consin, on a form supplied by the 
Holstein Breeders’ Association of 
America, one of the parent organiza- 
tions of the present Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. This record, 
completed in 1894, gives the detailed 
production of the eight cows com- 
prising the foundation of this herd. 
Their average in an average lactation 
of 278 days was 8993 lbs. milk, one 
of the original imported cows milk- 
ing from only two quarters but still 
showing a production of 10,551 Ibs., 
8 oz. milk in 275 days, the highest 
production of any member of the 
herd. The following interesting 
statement of feed is giyen: “During 
the winter, they were fed on hay and 
straw and cornstalks of equal parts 
cut and mixed, and six quarts of

FARM PRICE LEVEL SHOWS 
SLIGHT ADVANCE IN MAY 


The general level of farm prices 
advanced during May to 126% of pre- 
war, a gain of one point over April. 
At 126 the index is still 24 points 
above the 1910-14 average for May, 
but 13 points below May a year age. 

While sharp gains were made in the 
grain group from 119% to 127%, fruits 
and vegetables, from 147% to 158%, 
and cotton and cottonseed, from 101% 
to 113%, declines in the other groups 
partially offset the effect of these ad- 
vances. Meat animals dropped from 
143% to 137%, due largely to the de 
cline in hog prices. Dairy and poultry 
products dropped 3 points from 133% 
to 130% with the larger recession oc- 
curring in the dairy index. While the 
change in the general index is not 
spectacular, the price shifts of the 
individual commodities within the 
groups warrant more attention. 


Cotton prices with a gain of about 
13% over the April price featured in 
the advances for the month. The 
flood conditions along the Mississippi 
as they affect crop acreage in the in- 
undated areas, together with further 
prospects of boll weevil damage, de- 
layed plantings in many sections, the 
heavy export movement and the con- 


.tinued high rate of domestic consump- 


tion are probably reflected in the ad- 
vance of the farm price. 


Behind the gains of about 11% in 
corn prices, is probably to be found 
the unfavorable spring, delayed plant- 
ing and light receipts which have 
caused uneasiness on the market and 
advancing prices. Not since the war 
period have there been any compar 
able advances of the May farm price 
of corn over the April price. In 1919 
May prices advanced 8% over the 
previous month which was the largest 
advance for the same period during re- 
cent years. Corn prices all during 
the year have been at a rather low 
level due to the large crop, especially

in the South, and some advance during 
the past few months could be expect- 
ed. However, an advance of 11% 
during the past month was unusual. 

Wheat also made sharp gains over 
the previous month. The increase of 
the May farm price of 10% over the 
April price has been equalled twice in 
the past eight years, in 1919 and 
1924. While it is not unusual for 
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grains to advance some from April to 
May, such abrupt movements between 
April and May in the farm price are 
unusual. 

Hogs, with a decline of about 10% 
are now at the lowest point since 
January 1924. At 130% of pre-war the 
farm price is now 35 points below 
May a year ago. The decline in price 
is probably a reflection of a much re- 


Holstein-Friesians in 


O MANY of our greatest animals 
+ and sons and daughters of our 

greatest producers and individ- 
uals have been purchased during past 
years for export to Japan that we 
have often thought how interesting 
it would be to make a trip to that 
country and see how the breed was 
developing in that land from such 
noteworthy foundation selections. It 
will perhaps come as a surprise to 
our breeders to learn that there are 
now more than 17,000 pure bred Hol- 
stein-Friesians of known breeding in 
Japan and that about 80% of the 
120,000 dairy cattle in Japan are of 
Holstein-Friesian blood. The records 
and registrations of all breeds of 
live stock in Japan are kept by The 
Central Association of Animal Indus- 
try of Japan under government aid. 
This organization puts out a monthly 
journal entitled “The Animal Indus- 
try” and we were greatly interested 
to receive a copy of their April num- 
ber containing a section printed in 
English intended for circulation out- 
side of Japan. This particular num- 
ber is devoted largely to the devel- 
opment of the  Holstein-Friesian 
breed in Japan and carries much in- 
formation of general interest to our 
breeders as well as reports of stupen- 
dous productions made under their 
rules of Advanced Registration. We 
note that the highest record was 
made in 1921 and exceeds for a year’s 
fat production any record ever made 
in any breed including that of the 
famous Milking Shorthorn of Aus- 
tralia. This cow, Frins Anna Roland, 
evidently of Holland breeding al- 
though herself bred in Japan, is cred- 
ited with a production of 1,827.18 Ibs. 
fat (2,283.98 lbs. 80% butter) and 37,- 
923 lbs. milk, this showing an aver- 
age test for the year of about 4.82% 
fat. From the details -of her record, 
it appears that her highest day’s pro- 
duction was 151.5 lbs. milk, 18.48 Ibs. 
fat, an average test of approximately 
12.2%. Her lowest daily production 
is given as 47.5 lbs. milk, 2.09 ibs. 
fat. The highest milk record is 
claimed for Ellen Pietertje Granson, 
bred in Japan but apparently of 
American lines of breeding. Her rec- 
ord completed in March 1924 credits 
her with 41,112.57 lbs. milk, 1,793.08 
Ibs. fat (2,241.35 Ibs. butter). Her 
highest daily production was 165.84 
lbs. milk, 11.10 lbs. fat. Her lowest 
daily production was 38.33 lbs. milk, 
1.4728 lbs. fat. From these two rec- 
ords so stupendous in their totals as 
to be almost unbelievable, we would 
conclude that there must be some- 
thing in conditions in Japan stimulat- 
ing high production of milk and an 
abnormally high test early in the lac- 
tation as neither of these record 
breakers finished with a production 


that is at all unusual among good 
cows in this country. 

Among the other records reported, 
we note a 305-day test for the senior 
three-year-old, Queen Island, of 24,- 
440.4 lbs. milk, 1,193.72 Ibs. fat (1,492.- 
15 lbs. butter). Also a record for 
the two-year-old, Ellen Pietertje Ar- 
ther, of 20,497.78 lbs. milk, 1,063.9732 
lbs. fat in 365 days. 

Announcement is made in that is- 
sue of a new record for milk produc- 
tion for another Japanese cow of 
American blood lines. This cow is a 
senior four-year-old named Colantha 
Cornucopia D. Haru. She produced in 
one day 168.74 lbs. milk and from Jan- 
uary 25 to January 31 made a 7-day 
official record of 1,143.77 lbs. milk, 
37.7506 lbs. fat. 

Concerning the Japanese method of 
conducting Advanced Registry and 
Milk Test, we quote the following 
statement from The Animal Industry, 
to which reference is made: 

“Tests are made under the super- 
vision of competent inspectors. . The 
inspectors are prefectural officials, 
who are graduates either of agricul- 
tural or veterinary colleges. 

“The Central Association assigns 
them to conduct the test and they 
follow the rules which are laid down 
by the Association. 

“Cows which are eligible for test 
shall be registered in the pedigree 
register and shall ‘pass the physical 
inspection by qualified officials of the 
Association. 

“There are three kinds of test: 

I. Yearly Test 
II. Thirty-day Test 
III. Seven-day Test 

“In case of the yearly test the in- 
spector shall be present at the place 
of test more than twelve times at 
irregular intervals during the _ test 
period. 

“In case of the thirty-day test the 
inspector shall be present not less 
than three times at irregular inter- 
vals during the test period. 

“In case of the 7-day test the in- 
spector shall be present throughout 
the test period. 

“The inspector shall weigh or cause 
to be weighed the milk yielded with 
a spring balance and determine the 
fat content by either Gerber’s or Bab- 
cock’s Method.” 

Registration of pedigrees for all 
kinds of pure bred live stock and 
records of production likewise are 
made. under the supervision of the 
Central Association of Animal Indus- 
try’ of Japan. Concerning the pur- 
poses of this organization, we quote 
the following from The Animal In- 
dustry:

It is a pity, 
however, that owing to the lack of 
enthusiasm in testing cows, pedigrees 
with records are limited in number, 
in spite of the fact that there are 
many cows whose milk producing 
ability may even surpass those of 
their native land. Nevertheless, 
among two hundred and fifty odd 
heads of officially tested cows, there 
is a cow which made a wonderful 
record of over 40,000 lbs: milk in one 
year, as reported at the World’s Dairy 
Congress held in Syracuse, U. S. A., 
in 1923. There are also many world’s 
records made in milk and fat produc- 
tions. Thus, we have a considerable 
number of record-making cows, which 
we are proud of and are worthy of 
presenting to the world at large. 

“When I was abroad last year in- 
vestigating the herd registry work, I 
noticed that the dairymen of 
abroad are equally interested in the 
progress of'the breeding of Holstein- 
Friesians in Japan, and that they are 
eager of collecting materials concern- 
ing it. To the present, however, there 
was in Japan no concrete publication 
that will answer the purpose. To 
meet the need, therefore, this associ- 
ation decided to add English columns 
to its official periodical ‘Animal In- 
dustry.” (Through these columns, I 
have a pleasure of presenting the 
world the principle lines of blood and 
their foundation stock of Holstein- 
Friesians in Japan. The records and 
record makers will also be presented 
from time to time as the testing will 
progress. Through this medium, the 
foreign dairymen may rightly under- 
stand our dairy cattle, thus making 
our dairying world wide. 

“Upon return from abroad in 1889, 
Prof. Dr. Tamari, then of the Tokyo 
Imperial University, recommended 
Holstein-Friesians and emphasized 
the importance of herd registry. He, 
with his associates and government 
officials, tried to form a herd regis- 
try association, but the time was not 
ripe enough then to realize it. In 
1908, Prof. Tsuno together’ with 
Messrs. Kodzu, Sakagawa and Sumi- 
nokura, founded ‘Japanese Jersey 
Cattle Club’ and started the herd reg- 
istry of pure bred Jerseys to promote 
the interests of the Jersey in Japan. 
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The Club published herdbooks, of- 
fered prizes to cattle exhibited at 
fairs and shows, and kept in contact 
with similar organizations in other 
countries. In 1911, Dr. Niiyama, Prof. 
Iwadzumi, Messrs. Nishikawa, Ishi- 
zaki and Sumionokura established the 
‘Dutch Cattle Association of Japan’ 
to register the pure bred Holstein- 
Friesians and to publish herdbooks. 
They also started the testing and in- 
spection of cows for production and 
conformation. Both of these organi- 
zations were responsible for the bet- 
terment of the dairy cattle in Japan. 
In 1918, uniting many organizations 
pertaining to animal industry then 
in existence the ‘Central Association 
of Animal Indusfry of Japan’ was or- 
ganized in Tokyo, and the Registry 
Department was established. The 
foresaid two herds registering organi- 
zations were incorporated into our 
Registry Department, and we began 
to register, besides Holstein-Friesians 
and Jerseys, all other breeds of cat- 
tle, thus practically centralizing and 
unifying the herd registry work in 
Japan. As a commoners’ herd reg- 
istering organization, the Japanese 
Cattle Improvement League was also 
registering pure bred cattle since 
1913. This organization was united 
to the Central Association of Animal 
Industry of Japan in 1926, and the 
work of the league is now continued 
by the Central Association. Thus, 
the herd registry work of Japan is 
now solely controlled by this associ- 
ation with the unified method. 

“The herd registry work of this 
association is conducted under gov- 
ernmental aid. The pedigrees of cat- 
tle are put in good order. 
formations of cattle are inspected, 
and the testing of cows for produc- 
tion is encouraged. 

“The herd registry of dairy cows 
is generalized all through Japan: It 
became a necessity in trading of 
dairy cows. However, the progress 
of the work differs at different local- 
ities. In some sections the herd reg- 
istry is almost complete, while in 
other sections it is still in its course 
of progress. Therefore, the number 
of registered cattle in 1926 does not 
coincide with the total number of 
breeding pure bred cattle.

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AGRICULTURAL SEASON SUFFERS 
MANY SET-BACKS 

Agriculture has suffered many set- 
bucks the last two months which have 
reversed completely the prospects for 
en early season at the beginning of 
the crop year, according to the June 
issue of the Agricultural Situation, 
published by the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, United States de- 
partment of Agriculture. 

“Spring planting throughout’ the 
North has been delayed probably two 
weeks later than average,” says the 
bureau. “The Mississippi flood has 
inundated more than 3,000,000 acres 
of crop land in five States. The South- 
east and a portion of the Southwest 
have suffered from drought. Eastern 
pastures and western ranges alike 
have been slow to furnish spring feed, 
though the abundant moisture prom- 
ises an ample grass crop for summer.” 

It is reported that with a rather 
light abandonment of winter wheat 
acreage, the area remaining for har- 
vest is about 2,000,000 acres more 
than was harvested last year. The 
general condition of the crop is re- 
ported as fairly good, excepting a strip 
of plains territory from western Ne- 
braska southward and some _ insect 
damage in the Southwest. The early 
forecast is for 594,000,000 bushels, 
compared with 627,000,000 bushels har- 
vested iast year. 

“With hog prices down around $4 per 
100 lbs. below last year’s prices, and 
corn some 15 cents a bushel above, the 
Corn Belt situation has changed ma- 
terially,” says the bureau. “If this 
sharp slump in hog prices tends to re- 
strict breeding for fall pigs, however, 
it may prove a stabilizing factor in the 
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long run. The presumption is that 
hog prices will make some seasonal 
rise during the next few months but 
nobody knows what the corn crop is 
roing to be.” 

The Mississippi flood situation is 
summarized mainly as affecting the 
production of long staple cotton. The 
heart of the leng staple producing area 
of the United States is in the flooded 
area, embracing somewhat over 30% 
of the long staple cotton acreage in 
the United States. 

“Gi the 735,000 acres of crop land 
overflowed in Mississippi, it is ex- 
pected that less than 650,000 acres 
will be free from water in time to be 
planted this year. In Missouri, most 
of the land overflowed will be cropped 
this year, though there will be con- 
siderable shifts in crop acreages. In 
Tennessee, where the flood was due 
to the everflow of local streams and 
not to the break in the levees along 
the Mississippi River, most of the 
crop land will be in crops again this 
year, but there will be considerable 
shifting in crop acreage due to soil 
conditions. 

“The acreage of crops planted prior 
to the fiood was not large. Planting 
is progressing locally as the flood 
waters recede over the entire area 
except, of course, in Louisiana. Cot- 
ton is being planted in the mud, and 
the total acreage planted will be de- 
termined by many conflicting factors. 
Cotton may be planted in this terri- 
tory as late as June 1, in Missouri. 
to as late as June 15, in northern 
Louisiana, although cotton planted 
as late as this is likely to be injured 
by the boll weevil.

or more counties reported overflowed 
in seven States make some Car-lot 
shipments of such products, the usual 
total from these counties exceeding 
4,000 cars. This quantity is only about 
one-half of 1% of the country-wide ap. 
nual car-lot movement and no more 
than is frequently shipped in one 
day’s car-lot shipments. Only a frac- 
tion of the 4,000 carloads would be 
affected. 

“Actual permanent loss of truck 
crops and small fruits by flood ap- 
pears to be a small feature compared 
with the reported damage to the 
staple crops. It is evidently of fay 
less importance to the genera] sup- 
ply of fruits and vegetables than the 
less spectacular recent losses by frost 
and heavy rainfall reported in various 
producing sections. It was expected 
that much of the flooded land in the 
upper valley region would be planted 
or replanted the last of May, but in 
the low-lying districts of Louisiana the 
flood water would remain far into the 
summer. Even then there will prob- 
ably be some replanting of sweet po- 
tatoes and various other vegetables.” 

The movement of wheat to market 
during April was about like that in 
the same month last year. Corn re- 
ceipts were light. Hog receipts were 
about like that in the last two years; 
rattle and sheep likewise moved in 
about the same number as last year. 
Receipts of butter were the largest 
for any April in seven years. The 
general storage situation continues, 
seemingly, encouraging to producers 
of butter, cattle, and lambs. It con- 
tinues to hold up a suggestion of cau- 
tion to poultry producers and begins 
to convey a hint of the same to pro- 
ducers of hogs. 

“The continued decline in farm and 
market prices of hogs at levels sub- 
stantially below last year, with mar- 
ket receipts of hogs no larger, re- 
flects a sharp falling off in the demand 
for hog products, which can be ac- 
counted for largely by increased com- 
petition of cottonseed oil and a de- 
crease in demand from _ Southern 
States and foreign countries.” 

The bureau’s general index of pur- 
chasing power of “farm products in 
terms of non-agricultural commodities 
advanced 1 point during April to 83, 
the five pre-war years being consider- 
ed as 100. This compared with 88 a 
year ago, 90 two years ago, and 80 
three years ago. 





FOR THE DAIRY 
SHOW 

Two enthusiastic meetings were 
held in Memphis last week to formu- 
late organizations for promoting the 
National Dairy Exposition next Qcto- 
ber. Representatives from six south- 
ern agricultural colleges met on the 
20th with development agents from 
the leading railroads entering Mem- 
phis or nearby territory. 

Plans were adopted for a combined 
exhibit by southern agricultural col- 
leges, to be called “Dairying in Dixie- 
land’, which will visualize the entire 
dairy industry of the South. A com- 
posite central exhibit will be prepared 
by a general committee representing 
the colleges and then each southern 


ORGANIZING 
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state will be given an opportunity to 
make a_ special exhibit portraying 
dairying in that state. 
The permanent general committee 
formed at the meeting is as follows: 
G. A. Hutton, University of Tenne- 
see, chairman; F. A. Buchanan, Vir- 
ginia Agricultural College, secretary; 
L. A. Higgins, Mississippi Agricul- 
tural College; A. C. Baer, Oklahoma 
A. and M. College and J. W. Ridge- 
way, Ft. Worth, Texas. 
Ways and means of bringing the 
value of the Exposition to the public 
at large were discussed at this gath- 
ering and at the meeting of railroad 
development agents on the 21st. It 
developed that many special parties 
are now being organized throughout 
the South to attend the Exposition. 
Complete co-operation between the ex- 
tension forces of the colleges and the 
development forces of the railroad was 
pledged and it was declared that the 
Exposition will be the greatest event 
for dairying and diversified agricul- 
ture that the South has ever known. 
The railroad men, who have their 
own organization called the Railroad 
Dairy Unit, which was organized sev- 
eral years ago to co-operate with the 
Exposition, elected H. J. Schweitert, 
General Development Agent of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, as president 


for the ensuing year, and A. J. Mc- 
Dowell, Dairy Agent of the Frisco 
Lines, as secretary. Every railroad 
agricultural and development agent 
in the South will be reached by of- 
ficials of the Unit and asked to par- 
ticipate in an active wampaign to 
bring dairymen and farmers to the 
Exposition. 





JUDGES FOR ALL BREEDS AT NA- 
TIONAL ANNOUNCED 


Judges of national reputation have 
been selected to place the ribbons on 
the leading dairy cattle of the country 
at the National Dairy Exposition in 
Memphis next October. The judging 
will begin with Jerseys on Tuesday, 
October 18th. J. B. Fitch, head of the 
dairy husbandry department of Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College, will 
make the awards. 

On Wednesday, October 19th, Ayr- 
shires will be judged by John Coch- 
rane, manager of Wendover Farm, 
Bernardsville, N. J., and Brown Swiss 
placings will be made by H. H. Kil- 
dee, head of the dairy husbandry de- 
partment of lowa State College, Ames, 


Iowa. Thursday, October 20th, will be 
Guernsey day, and John S. Clark, 


manager of Caumsett Farm, Hunting- 
ton, L..I., will place the ribbons. Hol- 
steins will be judged on Friday, Oc- 
tober 21st, by Ward W. Stevens, Liv- 
erpool, N. Y. 

Early indications point to a good 
entry which will result in a show that 


will maintain the established high 
standards of the National as a dairy 
cattle exhibition. In addition to the 


exhibits of pure bred animals of the 
five leading dairy breeds, there will 
be classes for grade cows having pro- 
duction records, and for calves owned 
by boys and girls in dairy club work.
